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This first page, I like to reserve for a more or less per- 
sonal talk, so we can tell you some of the things we are trying to 
do. First in importance I think, comes 


SORTING OUT THE HARDY AZALEAS. 

We now have over 550 varieties of Azaleas in 10 
groups, and the confusion can well be imagined. We are working to 
try to evaluate and bring to the top the "cream" of them all. Our 
evaluation is based on:-- 


1, HARDINESS, 

This is of paramount importance. We feel that both 
the Gable and Kaempferi hybrids can be grown over a wider area, for 
both have successfully overwintered at temperatures of 28° F, below 
zerc, To simplify things we are altering our method of recording 
hardiness to that used by the American Rhododendron Society. The 
ratings are based upon minimum temperatures which varieties may be 
expected to stand with no appreciable damage to leaf, stem or bud. 
They are as follows: 


H-1..(Hardy to 25° F. below zero) H-3.. (Hardy to 5° F, below zero) 
H-2..(Hardy to 15° F, below zero) H-l.. (Hardy to 5° F, above zero) 


These ratings refer to established mature plants. Young stock should 
be rated one lower than is shown for their first yeer. 


2. CULOR AND FORM, 

Here is where the main confusion lies, for in each 
group there is duplication upon duplication until the average grower 
can, with reason, give up and just stick to Hinodegiri. We think 
the BEST from all groups should be known and grown. We hope to tell 
you what we think are best but_it's going to take a lot of work and 
time. Recorded on the Horticulture] Color Chart. (See ECC numbers), 


3, HORTICULTURAL MERIT. X Low. XXXX High. 

This rather loose term covers a multitude of sins-- 
habit and speed of growth, size, color and quantity of bloom, ease 
of propagation, and general all-round reliability. In fact, horti- 
cultural merit covers all the characteristics which make up the 
plant in question. If a pliant does not measure up on any of these 
points, then it is discarded in favor of one that does. 

This same process of selection is also being applied 
to Rhododendrons but here, of necessity, results will be even slower. 


CONTROLLED HUMIDIFICATION, 


You may have read reference to our experiments with 
this in the American Nurseryman. We have been so completely sold 
on the idea that 5 of our houses are now fitted with overhead fog 
lines. We believe that quantity and quality of our propagation will 
be substantially increased. Our aim in this, and in all that we do, 
is to produce better plants of the right kind, AND AT AN ECONOMICAL

Our original evaluation of Mr. Gable's splendid Azaleas 
has been amply justified this past season. A rather treacherous 
winter killed outright some of the more tender varieties we are 
testing, but all of Mr, Gable's came through without any damage 
whatsoever, This proven hardiness plus their great ornamental value 
makes this group of Azaleas truly outstanding in every way. 


Mr, Gable has concentrated upon the production of semi- 
double and fully double flowering hybrids and has already intro- 
duced a number of varieties which we believe will quickly take their 
place at the head of the list. His contention is that these double 
forms, by losing none of their vitality in seed production are more 
healthy, vigorous_and free flowering and certainly such gems as 
Louise Gable and Rosebud leave nothing to be desired. 


We have decided to propagate in quantity this wonder- 
ful group of plants, and we felt that it was only right to ask Mr. 
Gable if he would assist us in evaluating his own varieties so we 
could offer a steadily increasing group under his personal stamp 
of approval, We are very glad to say that Mr. Gable has agreed to 
cooperate with us in this way, and therefore all varieties which 
we offer now and in the future will first be evaluated by Mr. Gable. 
We shall make no statements about any of the varieties nor shall 
we offer any without his prior agreement. Those of you who know 
Mr. Gable's work will realize that his evaluations will be conser- 
vative rather than exaggerated, and anything that he calls good 
will indeed be just that. His nursery is situated 900 ft. above sea 
level in Pennsylvania and many varieties which he records as not too 
hardy there have proven to be completely hardy with us. Mr. Gable 
agrees that many varieties which he has not developed because of 
their tendency to freeze witn him, may well be grown by other 
growers in more favorable areas. These variations in relative 
hardiness are carefully recorded below: 


The so-called "super hardy" types, of which the variety 
HERBERT is an excellent example, can, we believe, be grown over a 
much wider area than was previously supposed including the mid-west, 
and a small scale trial would certainly be justified in any area. 
Some confusion has arisen as to name and numbers on some varieties 
and we are checking with the original stocks so that we can be cer- 
tain they are true to name, 


Mr. Gable is continuing his work of hybridizing and we 
can look forward to more outstanding Azaleas in the future. We 
have just over 50 numbers on trial now at our nursery, many of which 
we believe will prove to be a real advance on anything yet seen. 
Under Mr, Gable's skilled guidance we hope to select from these each 
year and offer a steadily increasing list of truly outstanding Azaleas,
